With a new national team to be formed soon by Rudi 
Gutendorf, | have ventured to put down on paper my 
version of the “best” eleven. 


Every soccer fan has 
his own version and 
none of them is likely to 
be the same as mine but 

‘these exercises at least 
create discussion and 
perhaps a keener ap- 
preciation of just how 
good a player should be 
to play for Australia. 

Readers are in- 
vited to send us their 
own “best elevens”. 


in making my selections, | 
have left out players who have 
been In Australia for only one 
season. That explains the 
absence of Newcastle's Ken 
Boden and South 
Melbourne's Alun Evans. 

As central strikers, Boden 
and Evans are in a class of 
their own. If they intend to 
stay in Australia and become 
naturalised — which is neces- 
sary to play for the national 
team — | would certainly favor 
their inclusion. 

Let me attempt to justify my 
selection. 

Allan Maher of Marconi Is 
the goalkeeper becau8e he Is 
well established in the 
national team and he has 
done nothing to warrant being 
replaced. He is tall, fast, agile, 
courageous and most impor- 
tant, experienced. 

At right back, Kevin Mullen 
has few competitors. He ‘is 
only 24, defends solidly and 
attacks explosively. He 
should have been a national 
team regular last year. 

Tony Henderson, my 
choice as sweeper or libero, 
would have to be naturalised 
first. Henderson comes from 
England and played in South 
Africa before joining 
Canberra City early in 1977. 

From what I've heard, he 
has a good Job, is well settled 
and intends to stay in 
Australla. 

Henderson is only 24 years 
old, which means, Australia 
would get at ledst eight years 
of excellent service from him. 
Of all players available, he 
would be my first choice. 

He could be introduced to 
the naiional team in matches 
other than full internationals, 
leading up to his naturalisa- 
tion. 

My choice for the other 
central defensive position is 
Jim Kondarlos of Footscray 
J.U.S.T., just ahead of Col 
Bennett (Brisbane Lions) and 
Steve O’Connor (Hakoah). 

Kondarios Is ,faster than 
Bennett and more ex- 
perienced than O'Connor, 
having played several times 
for Victoria in big matches, 
and having served with 
Croatia and Keilor-Austria 
before joining J.U.S.T.

This big man, who is an ex- 

pert in the air and a master of 
the tackle, may not have had 
his best season this year, but 
he was quite brilliant in 1977 
and, of course, all the 
qualities that made him so are 
Still there. 


Powerful Paul Degney is at 
lett back mainly because of 
his attacking qualities. Jim 
Tansey of Alexander is the 
other candidate for the posi- 
tion but Degney is faster, 
although there’s doubt about 
whether he’s as good as 
Tansey defensively. That 
doubt springs from his poor 
performance In Marconi’s dis- 
astrous 1-4 loss to Fitzroy- 
Alexander at Olympic Park. 

In midfield, I've gone for 
three distinctly different types 
of players. 


Jimmy Rooney is there as 
the midfield general, the 
organiser, the motivator. 

Rooney is 32 now and will 
be 35 by the time of the next 
World Cup qualifying games,

yet he still appears to be the 
best man for the job. 

Let’s not forget that 
Iran's captain All Parvin was 
well over 30 and left back 
Eskandarian was 35 In the 
qualifying matches against 
Australia last year. 


One player who could 
perhaps replace Rooney in a 
few years, Is Cralg Johnston, 
the Newcastle boy making 
good with Middlesbrough in 
England.

Also, Johnston does not 
have Rooney's leadership 
qualities. 


My choice for the defensive 
midfield role is Nell 
McGachey, 25, the inspiration 
of West Adelaide Hellas. 
McGachey is a calm, com- 
posed player who reads the 
game perfectly and passes 
accurately and to good pur- 
pose. 


The attacking midflelder is 
Fitzroy Alexander’s Jim 
Campbell who, like 
Henderson, would first have 
to meet residential require- 
ments, 


Campbell arrived from 
England early last year and 
had a disastrous PSL debut, 
playing right back against 
Hilton Silva of Hakoah. 


Since then, he has 
developed into an exceptional 
midfielder. Gertainly, no mid- 
field player in the country is 
as adept at scoring goals. 
Campbell combines this 
ability with sound defensive 
qualities, constructive runn- 
ing, a keen tactical sense and 
lots of skill on the ball. 


Readers outside Victoria 
may never have heard of Ed- 
die Krncevic, my choice for 
the central striker’s position. 

Krncevic is only 17, about 6 
ft. 2 ins, solidly built and still 
growing. 


He has skill, speed and a 
ferocious shot to go with his 
bulk, and he will get better 
and better in the next year or 
two, given the right incentive. 


Playing for Essendon 


Croatia, he scored five goals _ 
in five senior games and was 


top scorer in the Victorian 
State League before he broke 
a leg. Ten weeks later, he 
returned and scored two 
goals in his first game back. 


Now, he’s in North America 
with the touring Australian 
schoolboys’ team and in 
November, he'll probably be 
in the Australian under-19 
team that will play qualifying 
games for the FIFA Youth 
Cup. 


My other two forwards are 
Peter Sharne and Hilton 


Silva. There could hardly be 
any argument. 


No-one Is faster or more 
alert than Sharne, who needs 


develop only a little more 


killer instinct to give him the 
complete armoury. Few are 
as skilful as Sllva, who is only 
26, by the way, although he’s 
Hakoah for seven 
years since arriving from 
Brazil together with Agenor 
Muniz.

When Pele was 
signed by the now- 
glamorous North 
American Soccer 
League club for a 
staggering $6 million 
the soccer world sat up 
and took notice. For- 
tunately for the Cosmos 
and the N.A.S.L., New 
Yorkers in particular 
took notice and started 
flocking to the Cosmos’ 
home gemes in their 
thousands. 

That one move by the 


Cosmos got the ball 
rolling for soccer in the 
USA. Recouping the 
massive outlay was a 
lesser concern to the 
Cosmos. The important 
thing was that soccer 
had something to 
market, a newly- 
acquired audience to 
work on, and the im- 
petus to build up soc- 
cer. 

The success of VILLA 
and ARDILES won't af- 
fect the English League 


in the same way Pele 
did the N.A.S.L., but the 
Latin pair are pioneers 
in what could be the 
start of a new, exciting 
era in British soccer. 

Ardiles and Villa are 
exactly the right tonic 
for the faltering, staid 
English domestic scene, 
and the interest they 
create may halt the slide 
in attendances.

But they must be suc- 
cessful. Other clubs will 
be watching carefully 
before investing in big 
name foreign piayers. If 
Spurs’ attendance

They must come 
through the cultural 
shock and the language 
barrier before they face 
up to the task of ad- 
justing to the heavy 
grounds, the hectic 
English season and a 
new style of play. 

Whatever, the fong- 
term implications will be 
decided by what Ar- 
diles, Villa, Sabella or 
other imports do on the 
field this season. 

' The story behind 
Spur’s capture of the 
Latin pair is interesting. 
RON GREENWOOD, 
manager of the England 
team, was the instigator. 

Strangely, he was one 
of the few British 
coaches to attend the 
1978 World Cup finals, 
but he saw that both had 
the skill and flair 
needed in the English 
League. He made it 
clear — publicly and 
privately — that they 
were ideal. 

Sheffield Utd was the 
first club to pick up on 
Greenwood's tip, but 
the Second Division 
outfit didn’t have the 
resources. However, it 
did have CSCAR ARCE, 
a former Argentinian in- 
ternational on its play- 
ing staff, and he had a 
feeling that Ardiles was 
availabie. 

After being tipped off 
by Sheffield, KEITH 
BURKINSHAW, the 
Spurs manager, flew out 
to Buenos Aires with the 
mission to sign Ardiles. 
When he got there he 
found that Villa was 
available too, and that 
both players would 
move only as part of a 
joint deal. 

Villa's club, Racing 
Buenos Aires, was in 
financial strife, and anx- 
ious to seell the star 
forward to secure some 
cash. Racing had tried 
to sell Villa to a N.A.S.L. 
club without success.

Ardiles' club, 
Huracan, was resigned 
to losing him, so 
Burkinshaw had no 
trouble negotiating a 
transfer for the two. 

Before leaving 
England, Burkinshaw 
had checked with 
Department of Employ- 
ment officiais on 
whether there would be 
an objection. The 
answer was no, clearing 
the way. 

Spurs paid 
$A1,225,900 for the 
players ($A658,250 for 
Villa, and $A566,750 for 
Ardiles.} e 

Protests came from 
other First Division 
clubs, who'd been left at 
the blocks, and the 
Professional Foot- 
ballers’ Association 
claimed that importa- 
tion of foreigners would 
leave English fooct- 
ballers with fewer 
employment oppor- 
tunities.

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Jupp Derwall takes over the throne 





It is often said that there is no 
managerial post in world football so 
hard to get as that of West German 
national team coach. 


Only members of the royal family become 
monarchs. Germany has a self-perpetuating “royal 
family” of national coaches. 

The first was Prof. Otto Nerz, who retired in 1936. 

He was immediately succeeded by his assistant, 
Sepp Herberger, who led West Germany to its 1954 
World Cup triumph and remained in office for no less 
than 28 years! . 

Again it was the assistant who became successor to 
the throne. In this case the assistant was Helmut 
Schoen who took charge In 1964 and retired after this 


On July 1, 1978, Schoen’s assistant, Jupp Derwall, 
nominated as long as 15 months ago, started his 
reign. 
Derwall, 51, has served an elght-year appren- 
ticeship as coach of the national junior, amateur and B 
teams. 

Josef “Jupp” Derwall was born on March 10, 1927. 

He played for Rhenania Wuerselen, Aiemannia 
Aachen, Fortuna Duesseldorf and for Biel and Schaf- 
fhausen in Switzerland. 

Whereas Schoen scored 17 goals in 16 International 
matches for Germany, Derwell played only two inter- 
nationals against Portugal and England at Wembley in 
1954. He also had one B international. 

As a manager, Derwall began in Switzerland with 
Biel and Schaffhausen and later coached Duesseldorf 
and 1.FC Saarbruecken in Germany, before being 


In the autumn of this year, he will lead Germany in 
its European championship campaign inst Wales, 
Turkey and Malta. In 1980, Germany Is almost certain 
to be In the finals in italy. 

The biggest task facing the new manager Is to 
rebuild the national team. 

Sepp Maler, 34, full backs Berth Vogts and 
Bernhard Dietz (both over 30), and midfielders Heinz 
Flohe, Eric Beer and Bernd Hoelzenbein (also. over 
30) will all have to be phased out in preparation for the 
next World Cup. 

Replacement goalkeeper will probably be elther 
Dieter Burdenski of Werder Bremen or Rudi Kargus of 
Hamburger SV. Both are in their mid-twenties. 

Harald Konopka, 25, of Koeln, is likely to be one of 
the new full backs but Herbert Zimmerman, also of 
Koeln, who had been staking a claim for the left back 
position, may have done his chances harm by playing 


so badly in the World us 

in midfield, Hansi Mueller, 21, of VfB Stuttgart is to 
be groomed as the new playmaker, Rainer Bonhof, 26, 
has another World Cup In him, but by going to Spain to 
play, he may have forfelted his place In the national 
team, as Ull Stlellke and Pauli Breltner did. 

Up front, Derwall is assured of many more years of 
service from Ruediger Abramezik (Schalke) and Karl- 
Helnz Rummenigge (Bayern Muenchen) who are both 
22, Dieter Mueller (Koeln) who is 24, and even Klaus 
Fischer (Schalke) who is 28. 

Manfred Kaltz (Hamburger SV), 25, and Rolf Rues- 
smann (Schalke), 27, are young enough to carry on 
but in the light of thelr World Cup performances, they 
may not be good enough. 

Standing by to take thelr places are Gerd Zewe 
(Fortuna Duesseldorf), 28, and the brilliant Karl-Heinz 
Foerster (VfB Stuttgart) who is only 20.

That title Is 
claimed by Hija Metic, 37, of 
San Jose Earthquake, who 
has played in the NASL since 
it began nine seasons ago. 
Metic is the first player to 
notch more than 100 goals in 
the NASL. 


Stojanovic also has more 
than 100, but many of them 
were scored while he was In 
the minor American Soccer 
League, so they can’t be used 
to claim a record.

record of 54 goals in 36 
games. He added 42 In 1975. 


In 4976, Stojanovic joined

(fifth highest in the league) 
and was selected to the NASL 
all-star team. Overall, he has 
been involved in 63% of the 
Lancers’ goals since joining 
the club.

a new five-year contract with Valencia, worth $1.2 million. 


Barring injuries, he will certainly play for Argentina in the 1982 
World Cup finals in Spain.

Valencia’s first-round tie is 
against CSKA Sofia next 
month. 


Kempes remains as 
modest as ever. “I’m just one 
player among Argentina’s 
22," he says.

Millions of armchair soccer 
fans saw Kempes for the first 
time when he was playing in 
the World Cup but he is by no 
means a new discovery. 


The boy from the small 
town of Bell Ville, between 
Cordoba and Buenos Aires, 
was registered as a player at 
the ade of 10 with the Talleres 
club of Bell Ville which ran 
teams in local youth leaques.

Stefano’s time there were 
only 30 games a year. 


Kempes quickly learned a 
lesson from the tough 
Spanish defenders. “lf you 
hold the ball too long the 
defenders let you know all 
about it — on the backs of 
your ankles,” he says.

SAYS KA 


The spirit of Footscray JUST was 
temporarily laid to rest at Middle 
Park, Melbourne on July 1, more 


than a month ago. 


In the words of defender Andrew Kazi, the 
2-3 loss to Western Suburbs on that day 
“killed” the team, and signalled the virtual 
end of the season for JUST. 


The spirit of JUST Is yet to 
be revived. 

The events surrounding the 
‘tragic death’ are only part of 
what has been a topsy-turvy, 
unpredictable Philips league 
season, 

In the two weeks before 
JUST'’s morale-shattering 
defeat, the Footscray club 
was riding on the crest of a 
wave. It defeated highly-rated 
Marconi and Hakoah in suc- 
cessive weeks and there was 
talk of JUST reaching the top 
four. 

Until half time of the 
Western Suburbs game, that 
dream was alive and well. 
JUST was leading 2-0 and 
playing confidently. 

But the second half was 
pure misery for the men of 
Footscray They relaxed and it 
was to prove fatal. Wests 
seized the opportunity and 
stormed home, scoring three 
goais. 

After that match, JUST lost 
regularly and slumped to the 
bottom end of the tadder. 

“The players fost a lot of 
confidence after that game,” 
said Kazi, one of the most ex- 
perienced players in the JUST 
side, “and we went rapidly 
downhill. It's noticeable even 
from the outside that the team 
is very flat. 

“Losing to Western 
Suburbs ended our chances 
of getting into the final four. 
After that, there wasn't much 
to play for, no interest left in 
the season for us.” + 

Kazi added that the situa- 
tion had been made worse by 
a spate of injuri¢s to players. 

“This has been the worst 
season for injuries since I've 
been at JUST,” sald Kazi, 
who Joined the club in 1963. 
“Every player, bar two, has 
missed at least two weeks 
through injury. 

“| feel sorry for our coach 
Cedo Cirkovic,” said Kazi. 
“He's put a lot of time and ef- 
fort into the team, especially 
with the younger plavers but 
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Andy Kazi rides a tackle by Alexander's 
Jim O’Rellly.

“lL expect a bit more from 
the young players,” he con- 
tinued.

With the 1978 season draw- 
ing to a close, JUST can only 
look towards next year and 
hope for better fortune. 
However, the club’s prospects 
for 1979 are already looking 
dim 

Jim Krlaris, the dominating 
centre half, is likely to be 
forced into retirement by a 
back injury. The courageous 
Kriaris has played in pain this 


year. 

And Kazi, who was talked 
out of retirement by JUST 
last season, will consider 
hanging up his boots. 

“L retired at the end of last 
season," said 31-year-old 
Kazi, “but the club had a few 
problems on the playing side, 
so | agreed to carry on for 
another year. 

“| intend to quit after this 
season but if JUST asks me to 
continue, | will. I'm always 
prepared to help the club. 
There's a great family at- 
mosphere about JUST and 
the club has traditionally been 
one of the biggestin Victoria.” 

Kazi has been with JUST 
for 15 years. He has seen 
many great players there and 
been part of many successes. 
He’s also seen the club 
Struggle, like in 1968 when 
JUST narrowly avoided 
relegation from the State 
League. 

Born in. Hungary, he came 
to Australia at the age of nine. 
However. it wasn’t until four

years later that he started 
playing junior club soccer. 


He started with JUST’s un- 
der 14 team. He was tall for 
his age but slender and fairly 
fast. He Impressed: JUST first 
team coach Alex Jagodic, 
who invited Andrew and his 
brother Sandor to train with 
the seniors. 


“That’s one of the good 
things about JUST,” said 
Andy. “There’s a very close 
relationship between the 
senior and junior sections. A 
lot of clubs neglect their 
juniors but our club takes a 
fot of interest In the 
youngsters and this has paid 
off. Some very good players 
have come out of the JUST 
junior ranks.” 


Little was Kazi to know, 
within a year of being spotted 
by Jagodic he would be play- 
ing in the JUST first team. 


‘He was thrown in at the 
deep end, making his debut 
against the powerful South 
Melbourne Hellas at Olympic 
Park at the age of 16. 


“| was very nervous,” said 
Kazi, “and | made all sorts of 
mistakes. | gave away a 
penalty, from which Hellas 
scored, but we won 2-1. It 
wasn't a good start but it was 
a highlight to play in front of a 
big crowd.” 


At the time, Kazi was a right 
half. : 


It was a big jump to go from 
juniors to State League 
seniors but Kazi, after an in- 
different beginning, proved 
he had what it takes. 


He spent the following four 
matches on the bench but got 
another game the fifth week. 


This time the fleet-footed 
Kazi played on the wing. 


The position switch was 
only one of the many that 
wau!d follow in years to come. 
Kazi has played every outfield 
position for JUST but says he 
doesn't have a favorite role.

“I've played in so many dif- 
ferent positions it doesn’t 
matter any more,” he said. 
“I'm happy to play anywhere.” 

Between 1964, when he 
first came into the side, and 
1966, Kazi was a fringe 
player. It wasn’t until after the 
1966 season that he became 
a regular. 

Andrew says he has 
Jagovic and Vero Miadenovic 
to thank for his development 
as a junior. 

“Jagodic was always 
prepared to give youngsters a 
run,” said Kazi. “He was a 
very intelligent coach and was 
closely involved with junior 
players during his time at 
JUST. 


“Mladenovic was great to 
me. Apart from. being the best 
player I've ever seen at JUST, 
he spent a lot of time after 
normal training was over to 
help me improve my game. 

“He encouraged and ad- 
vised me and was a real 
gentleman on and off the 
field.” , : 

Jagodic is currently 
coaching in Yugoslavia, 
where he played First division 
soccer for many years. He 
coached also in the Middle 
East. 

Kazi received his first major 
honor in 1966 when he was 
part of JUST’s Ampol Cup 
winning team. One of the 
earlier games in the tourna- 
ment, a preliminary round 
game against Hellas, was one 
of Kazi’s most memorable. 

“It was played at Olympic 
Park in front of 13,000 
people,” said Andy. “We ran 
out 2-0 winners, but it was the 
thrill of playing In front of a 
large crowd that made the 
game memorable. You play 
much better on occasions like 
that because the atmosphere 
lifts you." 

JUST’s next big honor — 
winning the 1969 State 
League championship — was 
achieved without Kazi. 

Du the year, Kazi had 
the misfortune to break an 
ankle In a game against 
Ringwood City.

The 
damage was so severe that 
doctors advised him not to 
return to soccer. 

“However, once | got the 
plaster removed and the 
ankle had recovered, | started 
kicking a soccer ball around,” 
said Kazi. 

“| may not have played 
again if it wasn’t for Cirkovic. 
He was coaching Alexander 
at the time and he Invited me 
to train with them. | had a fow 
training runs and it showed 
mo that | could make It. Cedo 
wanted me to join Alexander, 
but | decided to stick with 
JUST.” : 

As a forward, Andy had his 
best year in 1968. He scored 
13 goals, an effort that helped 
the club miss relegation. 
However, JUST bounced 
back the following year, winn- 
ing the State League. 

Two goals which brought 
pleasure to Kazi are the one 
he scored in the 1977 State 
League Cup final, amd one he 
got last season against Hellas 
at Olympic Park. 

Kazi has played alongside
